begani his work when a boy of ten 
years at a cigarmaker’s bench.

mands than has this veteran labor 
leader.

New York, Jan. 2(3.— W hen the 
players who actually participate in 
the World Series of .1918 come to 
divide th eir share of the gate re­ 
ceipts of that baseball classic they 
will realize that, financially at least, 
the series is not what it once was. 
In recent years the pennant win­ 
ning club in each league has (been 
represented 
by approximately 
24 
players. 
These players have shared 
among them the sixty per cent and 
forty per cent of the players’ pool 
which has .been divided on that basis 
to the w inners and losers. 
As a 
result a sum which in the past five 
years has averaged $14,3,555 per an­ 
num has been divided am ong some 
forty-eight players. 
In the future close to two hun­ 
dred players will receive a portion 
of the players pool. 
Under this sys­ 
tem the days o f. large individual 
gains by the m embers of the World 
Series 
cham pionship team 
are a 
thing of the past. 
According to the agreem ent just 
made 'by the two m ajor leagues the 
players of the two com peting teams 
wilt receive sixty per cent of the 
gate receipts of the first four games 
as in the past. 
Instead of sharing 
this sum on a sixty and forty basis, 
each player on the winning team 
will receive a lump sum of $2,000 
and the m em bers of the losing club) 
$1,400 each. 
After the total of these individual 
prize moneys 
has been 
deducted 
from the players’ share the rem ain­ 
der will be divided am ong the play­ 
ers composing the clubs finishing 
second, third an d fourth in both the 
National and American League pen­ 
nant races. 
The basis of this divi­ 
sion has not as yet been announced 
but it is generally expected to be 
fifty per cent to the second clubs; 
til,rty to the third and tw enty to the 
fourth team s in each league. 
With these figures to work on as 
a foundation for figuring it is pos­ 
sible to gauge with reasonable ac­ 
curacy w hat the proceeds will be in 
the future as com pared 
with the 
large am ounts which annually fell 
to the share of the players who fig­ 
ured fn th e climax of the baseball 
season. 
Estim ates based upon the 
World Series figures of the past five 
years show that the average amount 
which went to the winning and los­ 
ing players w as $ ID3,555. 
The rec­ 
ords also show that 
th e average 
number of players on the two pen­ 
nant w inning clubs was about twen­ 
ty-four. 
This m akes the 
average 
amount to each player of the win­ 
ning team about $3,588, while the 
individual share of the members of 
the losing team s has been $2,392. 
Against these figures the winning 
players will each receive $2,OOO and 
the losing players $1,400 in the fu­ 
ture. 
Carrying the analysis further it 
will be found that the prize money 
to be aw arded to the actual series 
players in the future will approxi­ 
mate $81,600. 
Using the previous 
mentioned average again, the differ­ 
ence between this sum and what the 
two team s 
divided 
in 
the past, 
am ounts to $61,9‘5-5. 
This $61,955 
Is the am o un t to be divided among 
the players of the second, third and 
fourth clubs in each league at tho 
end of the season.

would mean

clubs would receive fifty per cent of
